MYSTERIOUS CRIME COMMITTED 
ON AN TLLIN OIS FARM. 


Mrs. George W. Lane Strangled at Her 
Home Near Canton by Man Whe 
Waits Hours Until She Is Alone— 
Footprints in a Cornfield the Only 
Clew to the Slayer—No Robbery Is 
Attempted and the Motive for the 
Murder Cannot Be Learned. 


Canton, III., July 17.—{Special.]—Mrs. 
George W. Lane; wife of a wealthy farmer, 
two miles north of this city, is the victim of 
a mysterious murder. Alone at her home 
yesterday she was choked to death by a man, 
but as to who he ls or what his motive was no 
one here has been able to furnish the slight- 
est clew. 

Until hours after the woman’s body was 
found it was supposed Mrs. Lane had suc- 
cumbed to heart failure or some other sud- 
den and fatal iliness. No one, not even her 
husband, suspected a murder, as the hogse 
had not been robbed and nothing about the 
victim indicated any reason for the crime. 
Late in the evening positive proof that it 
was a case of murder developed. 

The remarkable nature of the crime and 
its many peculiar features proved problems 
which the friends of Mrs. Lane have been 
unable to solve. It is evident that the slayer 
chose his time carefully, after waiting hours 
for the opportunity to commit the murder. 
Only a series of footprints in a cornfield 
was left behind in his flight to aid the au- 
thorities in tracing the man. 

George W. Lane is a wealthy farmer. He 
is 80 years of age and his wife was 40, both 
having been married before. On Tuesday 
merning Mrs. Lane helped her husband 
catch chickens to bring to Canton and he 
drove away, leaving the woman apparently 
in good health and spirits. She was alone 
on the farm, the couple keeping no servants. 

When Lane returned about 10 o’clock, he 
found his wife’s dead body in a woodshed, 
which adjoins the back of the house. The 
body was on its right side, one hand was ex- 
tended, and the fingers were rigid, and the 
other hand was under the body. The tongue 
was protruding, and there was a slight froth 
on the lips. The eyes were open and staring 
and the pupils dilated. 

It was noticed that there were scratches 
and red marks on the woman’s throat, but 
no attention seemed to be given them until 
hours later, when they grew darker and de- 
veloped the prints of fingers. The scratches, 
which had seemed insignificant at first, came 
out Mvidly, and the throat turned blue and 
purple showing plainly the imprint of fingers.

Secretary Long Reports on Design for 
Fighting Vessel to Be Laid Before 
Next Congress. 


Washington, D. C., July 17.—Secretary 
Long today gave out the majority report of 
the Naval Board of Construction on the de- 
sign of the sea-going battleship of which 
plans are to be submitted to Congress next 
December, according to the requirements of 
the last naval appropriation bill. The plan of 
the battleship as submitted is as follows: 
Length, 450 feet; beam, 76 feet; mean draft, 
24 feet 6 inches; displacement, 15,560 tons. 
This displacement will give a ship consider- 
ably larger than anything in the present 
navy. The total coal capacity will be about

TELLS OF TORTURE IN PRISON, 


Michigan Ex-Convict Declares Two 
Prisoners Cut Off Fingers to Escape 
Work, Then Were Flogged. 


Detroit, Mich., July 17.—[{Special.}—Ex- 
Convict No. 7178, recently discharged from 
Jackson prison, says that during the last two 
months two prisoners, one of them named 
Bishop and the other a colored man, unable 
to do the work demanded of them in the wet 
grinding-room, and goaded to madness by the 
fear of flogging, set to work to cut off the 
fingers of their left hands. Bishop had cut 
off one of his fingers and was at work on the 
second when he was stopped. The other man 
was more successful, for he had taken two 
off and nearly severed the third. 

The convicts hoped that by mutilating 
themselves they would be taken from the 
work. Their self-torture was in vain, how- 
ever, for Bishop was reassigned to the work 
and was flogged twice. The other man is still 
in the hospital. 

The ex-convict states that during the last 
tour months a man has been crippled by flog- 
ging.

NIOR GOLF CHAMPIONSHIP. 


Ouwentsia’s Contest for Players Under 
Twenty Proves Highly Successful— 
Eleven Out ef a Field of Twenty- 
four Make Low Scores — Winner's 
Record of 168 Equals C. B. Macdon- 
ald’s Gold Medal Total—Egan Is See- 
ond and Holabird Third. 


Abram Poole Jr. of the Onwentsia club and 
Princeton University, won the Teen Cup 
and the junior championship of the West at 
the Onwentsia club yesterday. With a score 
of 168 for thirty-six holes he finished first in 
a field of twenty-four of the best junior play- 
ers to be found in this section of the country.

MILWAUKEE ARRIVES SAFELY. 


Cup Challenger Is Partly Measured on 
Flat Cars—Orion and Detroit 
Towed In by Tug. 


Most of the contenders for the honor of 
defending the Canadian Challenge Cup have 
arrived, the latest being Milwaukee, which 
reached Chicago on two flat cars from Osh- 
kosh yesterday afternoon and was stalled in 
the yards until this morning. Orion and De- 
troit were understood to be nearing Chicago 
in a drifting race, and late in the afternoon 
the tug Bradley was sent after the two boats 
with instructions to tow them into the an- 
chorage. 

Measurer Cothroll of the Chicago Yacht 
club took advantage of the dry position of 
Milwaukee to get many of its measurements 
yesterday afternoon, and will complete them 
this after the boat has been dropped 
into the water. Considerable comment has 
been aroused over the appearance of the Mil- 
waukee boat, and it is freely conceded to 
have more than a fighting chance to win the 
honor of becoming the cup defender if the 
breezes which blow during the trial races 
favor it. Milwaukee is essentially of the in- 
land type of boats, and it it encounters off 
shore winds with an accompanying smooth- 
ness of sea it stands a great chance of win- 
ning hands down.

an average of 23.51 knots per hour, which 
beats the best previous record of 23.86 knots 
per hour. The biggest dey’s run was 557 
knots. The daily rune were: 479, 557, 551, 
544. 550, and 401 knots. 

Captain Albers says that no attempt was 
made to race against time, or to lower the 
record. The achievement was due entirely 
to calm, favorable weather and the a 
land’s great qualities. 


Ship’s Previous Achievements. 

New York, July 17. — [Special.] — The 
Deutschland's quickest voyage between 
Sandy Hook and Plymouth was made in five 
days seven hours and thirty-one minutes, 
over a short course of 2,980 knots. The new 
hourly average of 28.51 knots, if maintained 
over the short course, would enable the ship 
to cross the ocean on the Plymouth route in 
five days and three hours. 

Captain Albers of the Deutschland has been 
reported as declaring that his ship eventually 
would cover the sea space between Sandy 
Hook and Plymouth in five days. For the 
shorter, or northern, route between Sandy 
Hook and Queenstown the Deutschland, 


lugging the superb hourly average of 23.51 
knots, would cross the sea in four days and 


about eighteen hours. The average hourly 
speed of the ship on the day it reeled off 557 
knots was about twenty-four knots, allow- 
mg twenty-three hours and about ten min- 
utes as the length of the nautical day going 
east.

reaches back to the second decade of the 
last century, should be replaced by a new 
short-term treaty. Salvation in the custom

MANILA, July 17.—Major General Corbin 
held a reception today at the headquarters 
of General Chaffee. He attended a reception 
by Governor Taft tonight. 
The Philippine commission has decided to 
suspend organized civil government in Batan- 
gas, Cebu, Samar, and Bohol and to turn 
those places over to General Chaffee for the 
severest kind of warfare until peace is ac- 
complished. A battalion of the Twentieth 
Infantry sailed for Batangas today. Tho 
remaining battalions will leave Calamba, 
Laguna Province, and make the journey over 
the high roads to Batangas. They will enter 
the southern hills as part of the general 
scheme of campaign. 
In these operations the General was greatly 
aided by the navy gunboats Paragua, Basco, 
Leyte, and Guardoqui, the Princeton acting 
as supply ship to the smaller vessels. Gen- 
eral Chaffee, acting upon the recommenda- 
tion of General Hughes, has ordered the con- 
struction of several trails across the island 
to. connect points now occupied by natives 
friendly to the Americans. 


BALDWIN SAILS FOR THE POLE. 


American Expedition Leaves Tromsoe 
Norway, for Its Journey Into 
the Arctics.

LONDON, July 17.—Lord Pauncefote, the 
British Ambassador to Washington, today 
said that contrary to the general belief Great 
Britain wae preparing a new Nicaraguan 
treaty, and that it was hoped a way would be 
found for an agreement between the United 
States and Great Britain on the subject. 

The Ambassador also said that the Joint 
High commision might yet do something, 
and that a reciprocity treaty between the 
United States and Canada was not impossi- 
ble. 

Lord Pauncefote said: “I am hving con- 
ferences with the Marquis of Lansdowne 
not only about Nicaragua but also with re- 
gard to half a dozen treaties pending be- 
tween Great Britain and the United States. 
These are chiefly concerned with West In- 


dian reciprocity arrangements.” 


Hopes for Canal Treaty. 
When asked if he thought there was any 


garding the Nicaraguan Canal before Con- 
gress reconvenes, he repiied, 

Tes, I sincerely hope so. We are now 
in the middle of the negotiations which, al- 
though they have not yet reached any tangi- 
ble result, show good promise. Naturally, I 
may not disclose the details, but I may say 
that when I return to the United States at 
the end of October I hope to take with me 
a Nicaraguan treaty that will meet the views 
of both President McKinley and the British 
Cabinet. It goes without saying that the 
President has made himself cognizant of 
the opinions of the Senate and of the Secre- 
tary of State. 


which the Senate is likely to refuse. I really 
believe the differences of opinion between the 
two nations are capable of settlement in an 
agreement fair to both. If I could finish my 
delightful labors in the United States by ac- 
complishing this end I should indeed feel 
gratified. But the only way this can be at- 
tained is step by step, with proposition fol- 
lowed by counter-proposition, and eventually 
a happy medium. It is slow, but I hope it is 
sure. If I thought anything could be done 
before October I would return prior to that 
date, but I do not believe anything would 
be gained.“ 

Admires American Heartiness, 

At this, point Lord Pauncefote paid a warm 

tribute to the Americans. They are the 
most genial people on the face of the earth,“ 
he declared. At the first grip of the hand 
they take you to their hearts. So long as you 
do not try to deal in an underhand way, and 
so long as you do not assume superior airs, 
they treat you as one of their own, and no 
one could say more than this.“ 
Reverting to the report that a majority of 
the Senate favored a neutral canal, Lord 
Pauncefote said: 
It would be good news if true. I happen 
to know that Mr. Hay consulted the Senate, 
both the section supposed to support him and 
the section credited with other motives. 
You may be sure that whatever is agreed 
upon between the two governments will 
meet with the approval of the Senate.“ 

He expressed the deepest sympathy with 
Mr. Hay in the loss of his son. 


Thinks Commission Will Meet. 
When asked if the joint commission was 
likely to sit again in Washington he replied: 
Tes, I think that it will, although this will 
not occur until after my return. I do not 
agree with the opinion that the sessions al- 
ready held have resulted in no good, The. 
joint commission has thrashed out many 
points of difference between Canada and the 
United States, although the inability to agree 
as to the Alaska boundary and the sad death 
of Lord Herschell appeared, perhaps, to nul- 
lify the commission’s labors. 


Talks of Canadian Reciprocity. 

I see that the Boston Chamber of Com- 
merce has petitioned for reciprocity with 
Canada. This I regard as a most hopeful 
sign. It will be one of my aims when I re- 
turn to the United States to foster this de- 
sire for a closer commercial relationship be- 
tween the Dominion and the United States. 
I know all the difficulties standing in the way, 
but I cannot help thinking that some ar- 
rangement which will be to the mutual ad 
vantage of the two countries is feasible. 

“I should hope to include Newfoundland, 
making its interests identical with those of 
Canada, although so far as Newfoundland is 
concerned it is all a question of fish, and the 
Gloucester fishermen do not always see things 
in just the same light as do the people of 
Newfoundland. 

In spite of the attitude of Canada toward 
Newfoundiand, and in spite of the trade dim 
culties of both Canada and Newfoundland in 
dealing with the United States, I by no means 
despair of effecting some sort of reciprocity 
scheme, which, when the Nicaragua matter 
has been justly and amicably settled and 
the West Indian treaties have been arranged, 
will bring Great Britain and the United 
States to ever a better basis of common un- 
derstanding than exists today.” 

The attitude taken by Ambassador Paunce- 
fote will be gratifying to Americans inter- 
ested in the Necaragua Canal because the 
report has been industriously circulated on 
this side that the initiative toward renew- 
ing the canal treaty negotiations must come 
from the United States. 

It is generally understood here that Secre- 
tary Hay and Lord Pauncefote arein perfect 
accord as to the ultimate object.

_ PEKIN, July 17.—The full and final evacu- 
ation of Pekin by the allies will take place on 
Aug. 14, the anniversary of the relief of the 
legations. On that date the control of the 
city will be formally transferred to the Chi- 
nese in a public function. The departure of 
the allies while so many important questions 
are pending is a matter of regret to the for- 
eign residents and a pleasure to the Chinese. 
Nothing has yet been decided as to what 
other ceremonies shall be observed on the 
date of evacuation. 

Prince Ching, one of the Chinese peace en- 
voys, stated today that it would be difficult 
to supply 20,000 taele monthly for the civil 
administration of Pekin. This was the 
amount required -by the allies during their 
control of the city. 

Li Hung Chang proposes to increase the land 
tax and house tax to cover the necessary 
revenues whether the people resist or not. 
It is certain that a majority of the people 
will not care to pay revenue to foreigners or 
help support the court at Pekin. 

There are two cases of Asiatic cholera in 
the quarters of the French Legation. There 
is no sign of an epidemic, however. 

PEKIN, July 17.—Disorder and lawlessness 
have greatly increased in Pekin since the 
policing of the city wae restored to the Chi- 
nese authorities. There are nightly burglar- 
les by large bands of depredators, while 
Chinamen in the employ of Europeans are 
frequently beaten and robbed. | 


HEAR CORONATION CLAIMS. 


Privy Council Listens to Demands of 
_Aspirants for Official Participation 


in Coming Ceremony.

LONDON, July 17.—The members of the 
Privy Council sat as a court of claims today 
to consider various hereditary traditional 
rights and privileges claimed in connection 
with the forthcoming coronation of the King.

The Dean of Westminster, to instruct the 
King and Queen in the rights and ceremo- 
nies and to have the cloth, etc., for fees. 

Lord Grey de Ruthyn, to carry the golden 
spurs. 

Colonel Brown, to bear the canopy over 
the King and Queen. 

The Earl of Shrewsbury, to provide the 
glove for the King’s right hand and support 


the hand whilst holding the scepter.

AMERICAN INFLUENCE IN JAPAN. 


Modern Ideas and Habits Rapidly Gain- 
ing Firm Foothold in Realm of 
the Mikado. 


YOKOHAMA, July 5, via Victoria, B. C., 
July 17.—[Correspondence. ]—American stock 
is booming in Japan at an unprecedented rate. 
The celebration of the Fourth of July yester- 
day transformed Yokohama into a veritable 
American town, and the scene at noon, when 
the warships in the harbor joined in the sa- 
lute responding to the shore festivities, was 
a most inspiring one.

BRITISH LOSE-IN SHARP FIGHT. 


Seven Killed, Nineteen Wounded, Near 
Luurvlakte July 14 — President 
Steyn Has Narrow Escape. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, July 17.—The South African 
casualty list issued tonight indicates that 
sharp fighting occurred July 14, near Zuur- 
viakte, twenty-four miles from Aliwal 
North. The British lost seven killed ani 
two officers and seventeen men wounded. 

The Pretoria correspondent of the Stand- 
ard, describing the recent escape of Presi- 
dent Steyn from the town of Reitz when 
that place was captured by General Broad- 
wood's brigade, says that Mr. Steyn was 
asleep while the British were surrounding 
the town. When the alarm was given he 
rushed out of the house in his night shirt, 
sprang wpon a horse and galloped away. A 
rifieman fired at him, but missed him. 

The Telegraph's correspondent at Pre- 
toria telegraphs that the Viakfontein stor- 
tes of Boer cruelty in killing British wound- 
ed are not well authenticated. Any out- 
rages that occurred were the work of one or 
two Boers.

Professor O. L. Triggs Tells 


His Class Protestants Are 
Unappreciative. 


| PRAISE FOR THE PAGANS. 


Dime Novels, Says Instructor, : 
Are to Be Preferred to Sun- 
day School Books. 


STUDENTS GIVEN A SHOCK. 


The class in English literature at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago was startled yesterday 
when Professor Oscar L. Triggs, the man 
who compares Rockefeller to Shakspeare, 
declared that the hymns of the Protestant 
churches were doggerel, and that dime novels 
were literature as compared to Sunday school 
books. 

Later, in a conversation, Professor Triggs 
congratulated the world that paganism ex- 
isted. It would not be well, he said, were 
all men Christians. 5 

Professor Triggs had been asked by a mem - 
ber of the class whether orthodox people 
could read Walt Whitman. 


Says Hymns Are Doggerel. 

I take it for granted,” replied the pro- 
fessor, “‘ that there is not a member of this 
class who does not hold heterodox views. If 
you did not you would not be here, since the 
study of literature has no place in the educa- 
tion of an orthodox person. You can find 
little poetry that is not unorthodox. Of 


hymns, but no poetry. In all the hymn 
books used in the Protestant Christian 
churches there is only one song that may be 
considered as literature. That is ‘ Lead, 
Kindly Light,’ written by Cardinal New- 
man, who imagined that he was a Catholic. 
The great bulk of church hymns is mere 
doggerel, pure and simple. Take Watts for 
example. 

The reason of this is that the dogmas and 
doctrines of theology do not inspire poetry, 
and the hymns were written for the most 
part by theologians for the purpose of help- 
ing out the preacher—for giving assistance in 
emphasizing certain dogmas and tene ts.“

radians Triggs paused for a moment, 
then continued: 

In the same connection can be named the 
Sunday school books. The dime novel is 
preferable to the average Sunday school 
story, because the dime novel may become 
literature—as in the case of Robert Louis 
Stevenson’s works—while the Sunday school 
book never can hope to be. 

Orthodox people can hardly find any sat- 
isfaction in literature, because they must 
constantly meet with views diametrically 
opposed to their own. In fact, the orthodox 
people are in a pretty bad plight. They have. 
no representatives in the literary world.” 

Praise for the Pagan. . 

Professor Triggs later said that college 
professors and students could enjoy poetry 
and fiction because they were half pagan. 

Our whole modern civilization is a mix- 
ture of Christianitf and paganism,” he said, 
„and the Christian spirit by no means domi- 
nates. This fact was recently shown by the 
conduct of the so-called Christian nations in 
China. 

“It is well for our civilization that it is 
thus blended of pagan and Christian ideas. 
It makes a better and stronger civilization. 
It would nat be well if all men were Chris- 
ans. 


VOLCANO UNDER THE PACIFIC. 


Unusual Phenomena Noted in the Sea 
at Hawaii—Water Strewn with 
Pumice Stone. 


HONOLULU, July 10.—[Correspondence. } 
—A volcano under the sea at Hawaii is in- 
dicated by some recent phenomena at Heai- 
akekua. Large quantities of pumice stone 
suddenly appeared on the surface of the 
water, and they are supposed to have come 
from some subterranean discharge from the 
volcanic depths. The water for many miles 
was strewn with the stone. This is thought 
to have some connection with the recent 
signs of activity of the volcano Kilauea.

THE PREVALENCE OF PERJURY. 

The President of the Iowa State Bar 
association has made the alleged prevalence 
of perjury in American courte of justice the 


and truly by | 
mes purchased testinony? 

He gives the statement of one Judge to 
the effect that about one-half the evidence 
received in behalf of the defense in criminal 
eases ig untrue; of another Judge that 75 
per cent of the evidence given in divorce 


| cases approaches deliberate perjury; and 


of another that perjury is committed in a 
majority of important lawsyits and that 
the crime is rapidly increasing. 

It perjury is increasing, then the average 
morality of the legal profesmon must be 
decreasing. If the Judge on the bench 
can eee that witnesses are perjuring them- 
selves, the lawyers who put them on the 
stand must be aware of the perjury and 
must be of the opinion that the interests 
of their clients are of more importance than 
the interests of truth and justice. It woujd 
be unjust to hold every lawyer responsible 
for perjured evidence given in behalf of 
his client, but if a lawyer is an intelligent 
man and there is much false swearing on 


| his side he must know it. Therefore, the 


shortest way to check the use of “ cor- 
rupt, false, and sometimes purchased tes- 
timony is to improve the morals of the 
bar, so that a member ot it will scorn to 
put on the stand a witness whose story he 
does not believe, even if by making the jury 
believe that story he can save the neck or 
the estate of his client. 

But is it really the case that the per- 
centage of perjured evidence is increasing? 
Men have perjured themselves in all ages. 
They did se centuries ago when sworn with 
great solemnity on the bones of saints whose 
authenticity they believedin. It is not sur- 
prising that there should be false swearing 
now when the fear of divine vengeance iy 
less lively than it was, but has there been 
a proportionate increase in this crime? 


should be such an increase, for while the 
fear of hell has lessened the respect for 
truth has grown stronger. The witness who 
tells a straight story does so not because 
he is afraid of divine punishment or of 
being sent to the penitentiary if he wanders 
from the truth, but because his moral code 
—his sense of duty—requires him to stick to 
the truth. 
In all the business affairs of life men are 
on the average more honest than they used 
to be, There is room for improvement, of 
course, but the average American business- 
man despises forms of cheating which his 
predecessors made light of. It would be 
strange, indeed, if men while becoming 
more honest in ordinary affairs should have 


der oath. 
If perjury is becoming alarmingly prev- 


alent, even in lowa, whose people have 
been looked on as fearing God and loving 
justice, then it is high time that a radical 
remedy for so heinous a crime should be 
put in operation. It may be necessary to arm 
Judges with greater powers than they pos- 
sess now and direct them to tell jurors what 
evidence they—the Judges—are satisfied is 
false and hence must not be considered. 
But Tus Tribune does not believe in the 
growing prevalence of perjury and the de- 
terioration of the legal profession. 

| STOP MILK FRAUDS, 

There are dealers who furnish wealthy 
customers in this city with milk—at 12 cents 
per quart—privately but responsibly certi- 
fied.to have come from properly managed 
dairies free from tuberculosis and to be 
in all respects of exemplary quality. Prac- 
tically, however, the milk consumed by the 
city is furnished at from 5 to 7 cents per 
quart, with no guaranty as to quality ex- 
cept that which arises from the inspection 
carried on by the Health department through 
its Bureau of Milk Inspection, aided by its 
) laboratory and its prosecuting attorney. 

There are 2,162 store and shop and 2,694 

wagon licenses, each costing $10, issued 
for the sale of milk, and sales are also 
made under the wagon licenses at five or 
six hundred depots owned by the proprietors 
of the wagons. Accordingly, there are about 
2,700 places and nearly the same number 
of wagons from which milk is retailed. 
_ The inspection of this trade is carried 
on by five inspectors, who go out daily over 
the city according to regular assignments, 
take samples—about 100 a day—from 
wagons and shops according to their judg- 
ment and turn them in to the city chemist 
for analysis. From 5 to 8 per cent of 
these samples are found bad, either from 
having been robbed of their cream or adul- 
terated with céndensed milk or water, or 
from having been treated with formalin. 
On the results of these analyses 282 prose- 
cutions have occurred since May 1. 

On cross-examination, however, this im- 

pressive record of prosecutions proves to 
be another instance of those methods—il- 
lustrated in the Smoke Inspection bureau 
and characteristic of the Health department 
—which make a greater showing of legal 
activity than of corrective results. From 
5 to 8 per cent of the milk samples are stil! 
found to be bad. 
That this situation should exist is not 
strange when the slight consequences which 
follow conviction are borne in mind. Not 
only is the dealer guilty of a first offense 
always let off with a judgment for costs 
which he by no means always pays—but in 
all these 282 prosecutions since May 1 not 
a single license has been revoked. Dealers 
convicted of second or third offenses are sthl 
allowed to go on under public licenses in 
a business in which they have repeatedly 
proved themselves untrustworthy. Such 
“leniency ” may be conducive to an impres- 
sive record of “ prosecutions,” but it is not 
conducive to public security. 

The decision just reached to 
Health department the names 
convicted of furnishing bad milk is a wise 
decision and will undoubtedly have an im- 
portant deterrent effect. The department, 
however, should go further and see that 
untrustworthy dealers are deprived of their 
licenses, ‘The Milk Inspection bureau has 
accomplished a great improvement since its

It is nearly nine months since the awful 
explosion occurred in New York which 
wrecked the Tarrant Building and killed 
such a large number of persons—#o long 
ago, in fact, that in the rush of events it 
had even ceased to be a memory except for 
those who were in any way associated with 
its fatalities. 

The disaster is now recalled, so long after 
its octurrence, by the indictment of the 
President and a director of the company for 
manslaughter in the second degree. The 
case is somewhat unusual and its outcome 
will be watched with interest. It is alleged 
in the indictment that these two persons 
violated the law by permitting the storage 
of large quantities of dangerous chemicals, 
the result of which was an explosion and 
loss ‘of life. 3 

It would be unfair to assert that either 
the President or the director of the company 
had any idea they were imperiling life by 
the storage of these explosives; or that an 
explosion would occur, although they should 
have felt that an accident might happen. 
They simply gave the matter no thought 
beyond the convenience of the storage to 
themselves and their customers and the 
profits they would make. From one point of 
view they are no more culpable or responsi- 
ble than the inspectors whose duty it was 
to know that these explosives were stored 
there and order them moved to some lo- 
cality where they would not endanger life. 
There was negligence all round, and the 
inspectors should also have been indicted 
for failure to perform their duty. Jtiries, 


however, have not been in the habit of in- 


dicting this class of privileged office-holders, 
as it is taken for granted that inspectors as 
a rule do not inspect. It may be possible 
also, so Jong a time has elapsed since the 
Tarrant explosion, that it would be difficuit 
to convict the inspectors if indicted. It 
might not have been immediately after the 
explosion, but the public easily forgets and 
forgives. 

The men who have been indicted are in a 
bad predicament, but they have only them- 


selves to blame. If they are not convicted | 


they at least will be taught to be more care- 
ful in the future. If, on the other hand, 
they are punished it will be a lesson to 
others to be more careful of the lives of 


their employés. 


THE ASSESSMENT PROBLEM. 

Last February the Council, believing the 
city would receive for this year $6,747,000 
from taxes, appropriated that sum. Of this

not be quite sufficient to take up the time 
warrants which have been sold against this 
years taxes. These fears appear to be 
exaggerated at this time. How much less 
money the city will collect than it ex- 
pected to—assuming that the validity of 
the 5 per cent limitation law if sustained, 
as taxpayers hope it will be—is uncertain 
as yet, The Board of Review has not com- 
pleted its labors. The indications are that 
its assessment will exceed the large assess- 
ment of 1899, The State Board of Equaliza- 
tion has yet to act on the work of the 
Board of Review. When it is through it 
will be known definitely what effect the 
5 per cent limitation will have on the finances 
of the city. 3 1 
With an assessment approaching 8400, 


000,000—and such an assessment is not im- 


possible—the city will not be so embarrassed 
as is asserted in some quarters, Therefore, 
it is not wise for the city authorities to 
hint at the possibility of the municipality 
being unable to take up in cash all the 
time warrants drawn against this year’s 
taxes, or to say that perhaps it will be 
necessary to issue scrip. Remarks of this 
kind probably are intended solely for effect

GLOOM AT SUMMER RESORTS. 

Reports from all parts of the East indicate 
that, although it is the middle of July, the 
favorite seaside hotels are ag a rule com- 
paratively empty. The season thus far has 
been most unpropitious. The opening was 
cold. This was followed by continuous fog, 
with its attendant gloom. Then came a hot 
spell of unprecedented severity, with a 
scorching land breeze blowing steadily for 
several days, and no wind is more burning 
than a land wind at the seaside. A few 
days of endurable weather followed, but 
now a second hot spell has begun, and from 
New York City to Bastport on Tuesday 
the country nearly baked. At all the resorts 
in Connecticut, Rhode Island, and Massa- 
chusetts the thermometer registered 100 
degrees upwards, in some places reaching 
120 degrees. Along the north shore of 
Massachusetts, which has a reputation for 
coolness, the hundred mark was reached, 
and on the Maine coast, at York Beach, Bar 
Harbor, Mount Desert, and other resorts, 
where extreme hot weather is almost un- 
known, the mercury rose above the hundred 
mark, and the heat was accompanied by 
depressing humidity. 

It is needless to say that cottagers and 
transients alike have been unhappy, and that 
hotel proprietors are wrapped in gloom, for 
their season is a short one at best and it is 
already nearly half over. Undoubtedly, in 
addition to the weather, the attractions at 
Buffalo, which is about midway in the 
stream of travel, have had much to do with 
this failure, but the weather is probably the 
principal cause. 5

Olmsted has often repeated. He also urged 
the importance of developing park exten- 
sion “comprehensively and systematically 
according to a well balanced, - carefully 
studied plan.” 

He then added this important suggestion 
—namely: That park authorities should 
have “ the right and the duty and the finan- 
cial means of suitably regulating the use 
of property facing upon or near a park or 
parkway.” This was another assertion of 
the important idea that environs, ap- 
proaches, and advertising structures in par- 
ticular should not be allowed to detract 
from the appearance of a park and boule- 
vard system. Mr. Olmsted's advice is 


' worthy of frequent repetition in this city.

Winning and Buys a Lot 
of the Royal Claret. 


IT GOES TO HIS HEAD. 


‘Climbing Up on the Nelson Monument in 


Trafalgar Square He Casts Slurs on the 
Quality of the Imperial Booze and 
Is Arrested for High Treason, 


PEERS WILL TRY HIS CASE. 


BOW STREET POLICE STATION, Covent 
Garden, London, July 17.—[Special Cable. 
I presume that this is the last place in the 
world from which you expected to hear from 
me. Indeed, it is almost the last place in the 
world that I expected to send word from. 


Indeed, again, I vowed I should never more 


address you from any place on any subject 
after the (in my opinion) unwarranted call- 
ing down you gave me some time ago con- 
cerning a matter that afterward—. But no 
more of it. Let me say now that I am in 
such a devil of a pickle that I have put my 
pride in my empty pocket and appeal to you 
for moral and financial assistance and sup- 


port. 

Briefly, the factsarethese: I wastaken by 
the British at Helanrepiet Kop some weeks 
ago in company with a job lot of Boers and 
experienced some difficulty in proving my 
identity. In fact, I did not succeed in wholly 
proving it, as I had lost my commission as 
General in his Majesty’s army. I finally let 
it go at common British soldier, and as such 
was invalided home.“ 

I arrived in London a fortnight ago with 
less than £10 in my pocket. This sum I 
staked in a gambling-house, and by an ex- 
traordinary run of luck pulled out a thou- 
sand pounds or more. The next day I was so 
foolish as to put my winnings into royal 
claret, which King Ed was getting rid of, and 
I found it pretty poor stuff, Unfortunately I 
did not make this discovery until I had be- 
come—I grieve to confess it—pretty well 
jagged up through sampling my purchase, 
and I got the idea into my light head that it 
would be a brilliant thing to publicly express 
my dissatisfaction with the royal red ink— 
for it is no better than that. In fact, I climbed 
up on the Nelson monument, in Trafalgar 
Square, during the rush hours, and declared 
to all that stopped to listen—several thou- 
sand—that the royal claret was inferior to 
Whitely’s red ink—a popular local brand of 
carmine writing fluid.

of alleged “ healers,” who are not usually 
classified as physicians. Under the figures 
of the census of 1900 there is in this country 
one * physician to every 422 inhab- 
itants, which is largely in excess of the num- 
ber in foreign countries. In Chicago the num- 
ber of regular practicing physicians is even 
greater in proportion to the population. In 
this city there are 8,406 physicians, which 
allows one to every 500 people, without mak- 
ing any allowance for the thousands who 
follow other schools of healers. 

Authorities seem to agree that with one 
physician to every 500 or 600 people there is 
no need for any more, nor can the average 
physician hope to make even a decent living

ig at present. Even now; though there are 
perhaps three or four Chicago physicians 
who earn $50,000 a year from their profes- 
sion, there are hundreds who do not get $1,000 
in the same length of time, while the average 
earnings of Chicago physicians is estimated 
at not mere than $1,500 annually, and this 
average is decreasing yearly. Every year it 
becomes more difficult for a young physician 
to build up a living practice in Chicago with- 
out violating the ethics of his profession, 
which forbid him to advertise. Already 


ranks of the physicians caused by death and 
to provide for the natural increase in the pop- 
ulation of the city. 

Practically the same conditions exist all 
over the United States. In one county town, 
for instance, which may be taken as fairly 
typical of its class, there are 3,500 people 
and twenty regular physicians. As com- 
pared with foreign lands the profession of 
medicine in this country is absurdly over- 
crowded. ; 

Every year about 1,600 physicians die in 
the United States. There is necessity then 
for the graduation of 1,600 new doctors to 
fill their places. 

But there are in the United States no less 
than 156 undergraduate medical schools, 
with an army of 24,119 students enrolled. 
Every year they graduate 5,725 new physi- 
cians, a number which leaves more than 
4,100 to be taken care of aNer the gaps 
caused by deeth inthe ranks of the 
ing physicians are filled. 

In Chicago alone there are sixteen medical 
schools with more than 3,200 students and 
graduating an average of 725 physicians a 
year. Thus. this aity alone would provide 
nearly half of the docters necessary each 
year to supply the loss by death. 

Allowing that the annual increase in the 
population of the country would absorb and 
care for a total of 2,100 out of the surplus 
4,100 physicians who are annually turned out 
by the medical schools, there still remain 
each year 2,000 for whom there is no need 
or place except as they come into direct com- 
petition with their colleagues and cut down

this country, nor for the large number of 
people who do not believe in physicians and 
do not consult them. 

In proportion to the population there are 
more physicians in California than im any 
other State. Next to California stands Iowa, 
and as a section of the country the middle 
West has more doctors in comparison to the 
number of its people than any other. The 
problem is, therefore, pecullarly one of direct 
interest to Chicago. 


That the medical schools and physicians - 


generally realize that the profession is be- 
coming crowded and that something should 
be done to cut down the number of new doc- 
tors has been shown during the last few 
years in many ways. In the first place, the 
examinations for entrance into the medical 
schools have been made much more difficult. 
In the old days almost any youth who could 
read and write was eligible for admission to 
many of the schools. Now it is practically 
impossible for a boy to get into any first-class 
medical school unless he has first had a high 
school education or its equivalent. The 
tendency is to demand continually a higher 


medical studies. Every advance of this kind, 
of course, tends to cut down the number of 
medical matrieulates and to make better 
rather than more doctors. 

In the same way the regular medical course 
is being made increasingly harder, so that 
more time and a greater amount and variety 
of work are demanded before the student can 
hope to secure his M. D. This also 
has a tendency to many young 
men who are ambitious to become doctors, 
yet still the students and the graduates are 
more numerous than is necessary to fill the 
legitimate demand.

It was de- 
cided to send expert agriculturists to show 
the few settlers what could be done with 
their land and then induce others to enter 
the region, as the chemist had proved the 
soil was good for certain crops which would 
give the road good shipements. q

Varied as it is with frequent trips to other 
cities or along the line, there is no mo- 
notony in the life of the freight traffic man- 
ager. There is no other branch of the ser- 
vice that offers such opportunity for general 
knowledge and the broadening of the fac- 
ulties, or requires the constant use of as 
many kinds of information as this. An un- 
derstanding of its manifold duties and an 
ability to carry them out can only be based on 
a liberal education. Twenty-five years ago, 
when the manager was earning $2 a day 
keeping a precarious foothold on box car 
roofs, he kept his ears and eyes open and 
remembered everything they tookin. Today 
he earns more than that for every hour of 
his working day, keeps his family in luxury 
and when he has time—which is seldom— 
indulges in some of it for himself, on the 
strength of the education he acquired in 
his upward progress through the service.

There is no doubt that the interests of the 
Catholic Church in foreign countries would 
have benefited in no small degree had the 
rulers of these countries been able to visit 
the head of the Oatholic Church without any 
restrictions and to discuss with him the in- 
terests of the Catholic Church in their domin- 
ions. Emperor William, who, as a Protest- 
ant, was welcomed at the Vatican, in spite 
of his being a guest of the King of Italy, 
has been able by means of his personal 
interviews with the present pontiff to dispose 
of all those acute difficulties and issues which 
in the days of the late Prince Bismarck em- 
bittered the relations of state and Catholic 
Church in Germany, and rendered the posi- 
tion of the Catholic Church there intolera- 
ble, while embarrassing the government in 
every conceivable way. 


Had the Emperor of Austria and the King 
of Portugal been free to visit the Pope and to 
confer with him in person the interests of 
the Catholic Church in both those countries 
would have derived incalculable advantage, 
and the conflict between church and state, 
which is still raging in the dual empire, as 
in the Portuguese Kingdom, would have been 
averted. 

Somewhat late in the day this is now being 
recognized by the Vatican. The invitation 
addressed to the Queen of Portugal to call at 
the Vatican constituted the inauguration of a 
new era. For what the Vatican has offered 
to Queen Pia it cannot well refuse to Em- 
peror Francis Joseph, and we may therefore | 
expect shortly to see the white-haired mon- 
arch of Austria-Hungary, after the lapse of 
hear twenty years, returning at Rome and at 
the Quirinal the visit paid by King Humbert 
and Queen Marguerite to Vienna in 1882.

This treatment con- 
tinued all the way to the Warren Avenue Sta- 
tion, where I was thrown into a cell, charged 
with disorderly conduct and resisting an 
officer. In a few minutes I suffered such 
great pain I called for a phyeician. Then 
the desk sergeant saw my condition and 
sent me to the County Hospital.“ : 

Hartman is 45 years old and lives in the 
rear of 2197 West. Madison street. He has 
been employed by the street railroad com- 
pany nine years and has a good record. 

Hurley denies Hartman’s story and 
leged the conductor accosted the woman 
who was with the policeman, and on re- 
peating it was arrested by Hurley.

YATES FORBIDS ALLENTO 
TOUR LAKES ON DOROTHEA. 
Governor Says Training Ship Is Not 


Pleasure Yacht, and Orders Naval 
Commander Not to Attempt Cruise. 


Springfield. III., July 17.—[{Special.]—Gov- 
ernor Yates has set his foot down upon the 
plan of the naval militia of Illinois for an 
extended cruise around the lakes. The Ex- 
ecutive declares Dorothea is to be used as a 
ship for instruction and not as a pleasure 
craft, and through his Adjutant General he 
severely arraigns Commander Allen for his 
plans. 

The Governor’s wishes in the matter are 
given in a letter, directed to Commander 
Allen by Adjutant General Reece, in which 
he says in part: 

It 4s noticed in the papers that the Doro- 
thea js to make an extended crulse around 
the lakes. In this connection I desire to call 
your attention to the fact that instructions 
have heretofore been given that the strictest 
economy must be practiced during the tour 
of duty of the naval militia, especially in the 
consumption of coal on the Dorothea. The 
course of instruction to be pursued by the 
naval militia is not intended to mean a pleas- 
ure trip around the lakes, but rather a sys- 
tematic, continued course of drill as near 
8 and without steam as much as pos- 
sible. 

The Dorothea should remain within sight 
of signals from a Chicago station, so that she 
might be called at any time, if this was found 
necessary. This course is especially desir-
